"Wo rather think His Kxcelloncy will 
eonceivo it to be his ritjlil to liiko the 
ndvico of liis constitutional advisers, 
. iipd^ot that of tlio leadersl of a luiaority 
in Parliament, who have strong person- 
al reasons for desiring tiio overthrow of 
the Qovernmeut. — Toronto ^^nil. 

Like its confreres, the local Ci i it or- 
gan has also undcrlalxa to touch Loid 
T)ufl'oi-in his duty; and iiltlioii.^li the 
nt tempt is supremely hnlicrouH, still, 
like the old woman who shoukloicil 
the broomstick -when the King's 
troops were marching past, it shows 
on wbioh side our contemporary is. 
This journal has been accused of "un- 
fair criticism" upon the local Grit- 
ling's first effort. We did not mean 
to be unfair; and if we were, we are 
sorry for it. But the circumstance of 
our contemporary baviug devoted a 
whose column to the work of convict- 
ing us of unfairness, without in the 
least ^succeeding, seems to be pretty 
conclusive evidence of our innocence. 
The real point is here : The Goveruor- 
General was advised by his constitu- 
ted Ministry to prorogue Pai'lioment 
on the 13tli. Ninety-five members of 
the Hoiise of Commons, of whom it is 
alleged that seventeen were Conserva- 
tives, joined in a memorial, asking the 
Governor-General not to prorogue Par- 
liament, but to continue the session so 
that Parliament might pi'ocoed to the 
investigation of the Pacific Scandal. 
The Govornor-Geiieral, guided by his 
constitutional advisers, prorogued the 
Parliament, and. in doing so he intima- 
ted plainly that the Constitution 
under which hoaduiinistorcd left him no 
choice. To our mind, and we fii.nc\ , 
to the laind of eveiy man whoh;is paid 
much attention to constitutional usage, 
the Governor-General was clearly 
right. Although it is al'eged that the 
ninety-five memorialists comprised 
seventeen Conservatives, we presume 
it will be conceded on all hands that the 
movement was essentially an Opposi- 
tion one; and, by fair sequence, if the 
Governor-General had complied with 
the prayer of that memorial, he would 
have acted upon the advice tendered 
by the Opposition in preference to 
that given by his own Ministers; and 
surely anyone with a grain of common 
sense must readily detect the un- 
constitutionality, the utter absurd- 
ity of such a course. But we contend, 
further, that had the memorial been 
signed by a prei:)onderance of the v(;t- 
ing power of the House, nay, for the 
matterof that, had it been signed by 
every member outside of the Cabinet, 
the duty of the Governor-General 
would have remained unaltered — he 
must be guided by his constitutional 
advisers. Parliament Jius always this 
remedy, that it can vote want of con- 
lideiice in a jrinistry ; but flie constitu- 
tion does not enable it to li:nder 
advice direct to the Clovernor; nor 
does it enable the Crovoiiii)r to 
act upon advice so tcjideied. AVere 
it otherwise, all order and harmony 
nmst be at an end, and tlie {i:vin IJe- 
s2)onsiblc Government Ijeeonie ii mis- 
nomer. TliethcfU'v of the ]3ritish Con- 
stitution is that "The (Jueen can do no 
wrong." I'iUtirely guided liy the ad- 
vice of her Jlinisters, they alone ciin do 
wrong, — they only are resjjonsiblc. 
And so it is with the Constitution of the 
Dominion, which is, in tiiis respect, a 
transcript of the British Constitution. 
If the Governor can choose, if he can 
act independently of, or contrary to, 
the advice of his Ministers, ho can do 
wrong, — he becomes i-esponsible. But 
the Constitution leaves no such choice, 
andXiord Dufferiu nghtly apprehend- 
ed the Constitution and what he owed 
to it when he said that he had no oj^tion 
but to follow the Oonstitutibnal usage 
or vacate liis office. Nor did he "trail 
the Royal prerogative in the dusf'when 
he took his stand upon the constitu- 
tion and declined to act upon the ad- 
vice of the Opposition. It oc^cu;.'s to 
us that the local Premier liad bettor 
take lessons on Constitutional Law 
from somebody. Any schoolboy of 
average intoUigence-will'answer. 



More About the Frorogatiou Scene. 

Ott.vw.v, Aug. 1!}— Purliuniont was jji-o- 
rogiuul to-(liiy, with a speech from the 
tJovenior-Cloneral, in the courso of whieli 
lie siiid: 

"I have llioiiglit it expedient, in the iii- 
toreat of good governnicnt, to order that a 
•oniuii.ssion should be issued to inquire 
into eartaiu Diiitters connected with tlio 
C!iuiadiiin Paciiic Kiiilroiid, to which pul)- 
lic iitt.^utiou liiis liocii direcleil, and that 
the ovi(huieo adduced liefinc such Coin- 
niishion shonUl bo takoi. <<u oath. Tlie 
C'omniissioiicL-^ will bo instructed to pro- 
ceed with tlio iiapiiry with all dihgonco, 
and to transmit theii' rejiort as well to the 
Hpoakor of tho Senate and the House of 
C!ojnmons aa to myself. Imuicdiatoly on 
receipt of the report I shall cause Parlia- 
uiont to bo sumuionod for tho dispatch of 
business, and to give an early ojiportunity 
of taking .sucli report into consideration." 

An extniurdinai-y scene took nhico on 
the mooting of riu-liiunent to (hiy. The 
S|)eaker took tho chair at o'clock. 
McKonzio, leader, of tho Opposition, 
))roiiiptly rose and moved a resolution 
•on<l<nuning tho removal of tho investiga- 
tion into the charges again ,t I\Iini.stors in 
coni'.oclion witli tho riiciti(! ft.iihvav soan- 
dulirdiu the I'arliaiiisiitary Coiiimitteo to 
a Jioyal C'oiuniiiiniou, as a violutinn of tho 
privileges of tlio liouso. Tho Speaker 
oudeavorod vainly to call him to order. 
IJ(! was supported by loud shouts of "Go 
on," and "Privilege." from the Opposi- 
tion Ijonchos. McKonzio jiroooodod to 
speak to his motion, when Ilsher of tho 
Ulaek lUid ajjpeared. Ifi? coat ir. nod 
spoaking amidst tlio utmost confusion, 
during which the Usher of tho liluckRod 
deUvorod his ini-ssago and retired. Tho 
S|)oakor then left the Chair, and, with tho 
supjiorters of tho Govornniont, loft for 
the Senate Chamber, to hear tho Gover- 
nor's speech, amidst groans and hisses by 
tho occupants of the 0()po.'^ition bonclies, 
who romainodin their seats. Groat o.\- 
citomont prevails in regards to tho pro- 
ceedings given above. Tho Opposition 
momborsaro to hold a meeting this even- 
ing. 

Another dispatch states that Parliament 
was prorogued until September 22d.

EniTou Colonist: — I do liope that the 

t;ity Council will not countenance the 
outrageous proiiositioii to salary the Chief 
and .-Vssistant I'^ngiueers of our Fire Bri- 
gade. Were the demand acceded to we 
should have tho oflicers of each company 
asking for pay ; next tho rank and file 
would come in for a small slice^ and byo- 
and-bye, the torch-boys would ask a sti- 
jiend to ]>ay for the wear and tear of 
clothes anil shoideathcr. 

At tiie present time, I believe, Firemen 
are exempt from jury duty, and everyone 
who has had occasion to attend tho .\ssizo 
Courts— with thcirfreqiient adjournments, 
postpouonients and liolays — knows how 
irksome and expensive that duty is. In 
attending the last Assizes Host nine days" 
time, which at 50 por day (my earn- 
ings) cost me 8:51 50. And when you re- 
member that I am liable and will be call- 
ed on at the end of six mouths again, my 
total loss will be at least ?l>Ofor tho whole 
year. Is there a fireman in this city (in- 
cluding the Chief and Assistant En- 
gineers) who is tascd as heavily to pro- 
vide uniforms for the dlsohargfl of his 
duty'? The service rendered by tho com- 
manders of the brigade, like that of the 
privates, is voluntary. The community is 
small. Fires seldom occur, No compul- 
sion is u-ed. Tile position is both hon- 
orary and honorable; and no one who has 
witnessed the keen contest that always oc- 
curs for the ofUces can doubt tlie lienor is 
both coveted and appreciated by those 
who seek or obtain it. 

The I'ireinen, as a body, aro self-deny- 
ing, pnlilic-s])iritod men; but are they 
more so than tin; Mayor and Couneillors, 
whose duty is incessant, while the Fire- 
men are scarcely called out once in three 
mouths for practice or to extinguish fires? 
The more I think over the demand tho 
more I am convinced that it is outrage- 
ous, and 1 do not believe that, if submit- 
ted to the l'"ir(5men themselves, a majori- 
ty nonld be found to sanction it. 

In conclusion 1 trust that tho Corpora- 
tion will sot its faoo, as a flint, against 
this most immodest demand.
